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Panel Investigates 
Civil Rights 


A panel of seven sat in West 
Palm Beach and heard testi- 
mony on Glades civil rights 
compliance Saturday. 

‘The panel, the Florida Ad- 
visory Committee to the U. S. 
Commission on Civil Rights, 
stated that several complaints 
of noncompliance with the ci- 
vil rights legislation had been 
made in the Glades area but 
id not give specific informa- 
tiop, reported Charles Royal. 

Royal, along with Chief of 
Police Charles D. Goodlett, 
Rev. Henry E. Green, Pastor 
of the Mt. Zion, AME Church 
and Rev. Paul L, Thompson, 
of the St. Johns Episcopal 
Church were invited to testify 
аз a group to the Committee. 

The meeting was closed and 
the Belle Glade group did not 
know who had preceeded them 
in testimony. 

“We told the Belle Glade 
story,” Goodlett said. “The 
panel made no comment but 
they asked the usual questions 
about migratory living condi- 
tions etc, It was like hearing 
a record you have memorized 
being played one more time.” 
“Evidently someone earlier in 
the testimony told а pretty 
rugged story about the Glades. 

Royal said: “At least two 
of the panel members seemed 
to have had the attitude to- 
wards our testimony of ‘Ho 
Hum, I've already read that 
fairy tale, others seemed gen- 
¡unely interested, 

At least one member want- 
ed to see the Glades first 
hand. The Belle Glade group 
requested that if another in- 
quiry was held that it be lo- 
cated in the Glades so the Com 
mittee could take field trips 
and see some of the conditions 
under question first hand. 

“I was afraid it would be 
cut and dried but was generally 
pleased with the receptiveness 
of the group as a whole to sec- 
ing reasons for many existing 
problems. For instance, they 
seemed mainly copcerned with 
standard of living among farm 
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workers. One problem we рге- 
sented for consideration in this 
area was a landlord of sub- 
standard housing vs. the small 
property owner, many times 
Negro, who would loose his 
property if forced to comply 
with a drastic revision in re- 
gulations. Апу regulations 
would have to apply to both 
equally and must, at the same 
time, not discriminate 

the small Negro owner. 

“While I was generally plea- 
sed, it seemed as if the com- 
mission was fishing for im- 
mediate ‘needs without long 
range effects and needs in 
mind. 

‘One Committee member 
said drastic unionization tac- 
tics such as those used іп 
Belle Glade were necessary to 
reach a goal . . look where 
Ruther, would be he said, if 
he had not used some of these 
tactics.”

Listen folks, if you haven't been there 
yet, you just ort to sashay down to Belle 
Glade's new library. You know, down there 
on south Main St. it is, right spang in the 
midst of the city park.

But everything has got 
to have a start, so let me tell you all how 
these things came to be. The two of them sort

Back in the year of 1919, 
right after the end of World 
War I, I was running a freight 
boat from what became in 
course of, time the city of 
Belle Glade. I'd run from here 
to Torry Island, South Bay 
and Okeelanta, then down the 
North New River Canal to 
Ft. Lauderdale then thru the 
Inland Waterway to Miami. 
There were blamed few settlers 
along these canal banks then. 
(of course everybody lived be- 
side the canals, for it was a 
right smart while before we 
got ary a road). 

There were about 20 fami- 
lies and single men in what 
now аге Belle Glade and Cho- 
зеп.

1 well recollect how that 
summer was a right wet sea- 
son. At one time the only land 
out of water was the canal 
banks and a north-and-south 
ridge where the railway tracks 
were later built. It was about 
this time that a barge load of 
lumber had come up the ca- 
nal from Ft. Lauderdale and 
it was unloaded where the 
Main Street bridge is now. 
That lumber laid there a right 
smart long while. It seems as 
how these settlers had wanted 
a school house for their kids. 
Now unless'n there were fifty 
kids the school board wasn't 
interested, but shucks, there 
weren't even scarcely fifty 
people here but these settlers 
wouldn't surrender. They did 
about and raised $125 in cash 
and bought two and a half 
acres from the state where our 
city park now lays. Then the 
county broke its rule and ship- 
ped in this barge of lumber, 
and even promised to pay a 
teacher, 

The next thing was to get 
that lumber to the lot. They 
hacked out a trail thru the 
custard apple woods (that's 
what we call Main Street now) 
and toted a right smart of the 
lumber on their shoulders, till 
W. W. Hobbs got him a mule 
and a wagon with wide steel 
tires and hauled the rest of it. 
Then some of the men and 
boys nailed up a one room 
building. Since Hobbs had been 
so handy with the lumber he 
became the first school teach- 
er. Every day he'd tramp the 
trail from his shack, bare- 
footed as a yard dog, and 
trimming some new willow 
switches to replace those he'd

Now it is certainly true that 
police facilities need updating 
U. S. towns and cities long 
have erred in failing to devote 
sufficient attention and funds 
to police forces. American po- 
licemen, in most communities, 
аге poorly paid. The result is 
that law enforcement is not at- 
tractive employment. 

The solution to this pro- 
blem, and it is developing in 
well-managed communities, is 
for the towns and cities them- 
selves to spend more on police 
functions, Upgrading the po- 
lice does not require vast fed- 
eral outlays. In fact, one can 
be sure that if the federal gov- 
Jernment starts financing the 
Jocal police, then it is only a 
matter of time before the U. S. 
has a national police force. 
Sugh a force is not the kind 
'of tool that should ge given to 
Big Government. The FBI, 
under director J. Edgar Hoov- 
ег, has wisely resisted efforts 
Јо turn the bureau into that 
kind of national police agency 

Even if the federal expendi- 
ture on police facilities аге 
justified, the administration 
plan is deficient in one serious 
area. That is, the governors of 
states haven't any voice in say- 
ing how the federal funds are

Republicans on the House 
Judiciary Committee have tri- 
ed to give the governors an ad- 
visory voice in matters affect- 
ing the states, but the adminis- 


a voice in planning for 
police facilities in the states. 
Moreover, police problems in 
one community usually have a 
bearing on police problems in 
other communities, Thus state 
government has а legitimate 
concern for the overall pat- 
tern of law enforcement іп 
towns and cities. 

Thus, at the very least, the 
administration anti-crime bill 
should make allowance for the 
responsibilities of the gover- 
nors. Іпес it would be wise 
and proper if the bill were 
changed so as to give the gov- 
егпогз authority to veto anti- 
crime proposals which they 
know to be hurtful to the best 
interests of law enforcement 
in their states. The states 
shouldn't be subjected to ANY 
federal guidelines on law en- 
forcement.

ance costs. 

Weaver spoke to the Lions 
Club last week. 

The current 96 million dol- 
lar road budget would shrink 
to 25 million in 5 years, Wea- 
ver said.
